PEKING (U PI) — American table tennis players talked and played 
basketball today with Chinese Communist university students who 
told them that ousted President Liu Shao-chi was alive but ‘‘his 
thought is dead.” 
The 15-member U.S. contingent stopped off at Chinghua University 
on the way to seethe Great Wall of China. They were delayed for about 
live hours as they talked with the students and toured the university 
grounds in Peking. 
After eating a late lunch at the university, the Americans piled into 
cars and two buses and traveled to the Great Wall. They later returned 
to their hotel in Peking. 
The American ping pong team has yet to play a formal match, but 
officials said the U.S. players, who arrived Saturday on an 
unprecedented visit, would play here Tuesday afternoon and then 
leave for Shanghai on Wednesday. 
The highlight of the day for the Americans was the trip to the 
university. 
They left their hotel about 9 a.m. and reached the university at 10 
a.m. where they were greeted by the school’s revolutionary 
committee members, teachers, students and school workers. 
The Americans sat in a reception room around a table with a white 
table cloth, smoking cigarettes and sipping black Chinese tea. 
Later, the Americans were taken on a tour of the school grounds and 
they chatted with a number of other teachers in their late 50’s and 60 s 
who had studied in the states. 
When they stopped off at a ‘‘727 truck” factory, Graham Steenhoven 
of Detroit, president of the U.S. Table Tennis Association, climbed up 
into the cab of one of the trucks and drove it around. 
The “727" stands for July 7, 1968, when the first propaganda team 
came in to help run the school and unite two disputing factions during 
the cultural revolution. 
On their way back from the factory, the Americans ambled into an 
open basketball class and paused to try a few shots.

Gl raises $30,000 in 12 hours

raised $30,000 to aid a brother and sister stricken by a 
rare kidney disease in Texas in only 12 hours from 
servicemen in Vietnam. 
Sgt. Robert L Jones, 22, of Turlock, Calif , said he 
raised the money at Phanrang Air Force Base. He 
said 
one 
sergeant 
donated 
$1,000 
from 
his 
reenlistment bonus and another soldier cancelled an 
order for a new car to give $450 to the cause. 
Jones arrived from Vietnam Sunday and was met by 
his parents, his wife, Norma, and their 13-month-old 
son, Robert Jr., at Oakland International Airport 
“ I was very surprised and proud when I heard what 
he had done,” said Jones’ pretty wife. He will have a 
14-day leave with his family before returning to 
Vietnam. 
Tired, but obviously happy, Jones flashed a $30,000 
check made out to Paula Holt, 17, and her brother, 
Gary, 20, of Austin, Tex. 
The two youths are victims of acute nephritis, an 
hereditary kidney disease which requires them to 


spend 15 hours a week channeling their blood through 
a machine to keep them alive. 
The machine costs the H.V. Holt family at least $360 
a month for each of the two youths. The family has 
been unable to meet the costs. 
” 1 read about their situation in the newspaper,” 
Jones said before leaving Saigon. “ I kept thinking 
about them. I didn't exactly feel sorry for them, but I 
thought they needed help ”

Their concussion can kill a 
man or disable him by causing 
bleeding from the ears and nose.

The 23 
sorties flown today raised to 2,500 
tons the amount of bombs dropped in 
the area since the siege began 
March 31.

An automobile bumper sticker

magazine cover has traveled down an 
unexpected detour.

Because of the interest of Mrs. Harvey 
Betty, the Record learned Friday that the 
bumper sticker’s owner, Dennis Sturm, of 
Mesa, Ariz. had been hospitalized in the 
Lompoc District Hospital since March 21.

Measles across the nation 
reached its highest level in 
four years during the four- 
week period ending M arch 
27, the C enter for Disease 
Control reports. 


There w ere 11.214 cases 
reported during the period, 
the CDC said 
It said the 
“ critical factor underlying 
the spread of m easles was 
inadequate vaccinating" of 
those 
susceptible 
to 
the 
disease. 


A total of 30,900 cases 
were reported the past 24 
weeks, an increase of 175 
per cent over the sam e 
period a year ago and up 360 
per cent over the identical 
period 
in 
1968-69. 
The 
N ortheastern, Mid-Atlantic 
and Central states had the 
largest numbers. 


The CDC said the m easles 
vaccine generally had been 
effective with the only high 
rate of failure noted among 
children 
who 
had 
been 
vaccinated before age one. 


"This high failure rate 
was noted in outbreaks in 
G re e n w o o d . 
111., 
and 
Jefferson County. Ala.,“ the 
CDC said 
"In all other 
outbreaks investigated, the 
f a i l u r e 
r a t e 
w a s 
considerably lower because 
there were fewer children 
exposed with a history of 
im proper vaccination."

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sewers. Mentioned also are 
the obstacles of 9 million 
gallons of w ater used per 
day for each 300 tons of 
newspapers processed and 
the cost of approxim ately 
$20 million to build a new 
mill. These points serve to 
re - em phasize the fact that 
it 
is 
easier 
to 
create 
pollution than to solve it; a 
fact 
that any com m ittee 
attem pting 
to 
bring 
new 
industry into an area would 
be wise to consider in depth 
w h e n 
s e a r c h i n g 
o u t 
companies. 
Before 
we give up on 
encouraging recycling mills 
however, I feel some other 
tacts should be discussed. 
The United States is the 
largest producer of paper in 
the world. We export less 
than 
10 per cent of our 
output and still import over 
5 million tons of newsprint 
from 
Canada 
each 
year. 
There 
are 
93 
mills 
in 
Wisconsin 
alone. 
P aper 
m anufacturing mills locate 
on 
the 
edges 
of 
rivers 
b e c a u s e 
of 
th e 
h u g e 
am ounts of w ater used in 
processing. The m inim um 
rate of w ater used in paper - 
m aking 
is 
7 ' 2 
m illion 
gallons for 300 tons of pulp 
up to 7 tim es that am ount at 
a m axim um . Most waste is 
dum ped 
back 
into 
the 
rivers. 20 per cent of the 
wood pulp used in making 
newsprint goes through the 
sulphite process. To put it 
simply, the pulp is cooked 
under heat 
and pressure 
with sulphuric acid to break 
it down into a soft pulpy 
m ass. After the "cooking" 
it is washed. The liquor 
from the cooking stage is, in 
m ost cases, dumped into the 
sew erage system. It lends 
itself to recycling but is 
usually discarded, perhaps 
for reasons of cost. The next 


stage, 
bleaching, 
involves 
some very harsh chem icals 
such as chlorine, chlorine 
d i o x i d e 
a n d 
s o d i u m 
p e r o x i d e . 
T h e y 
a r e 
expensive and m any mills 
recover 
them 
from 
the 
w ater used to wash 
the 
b le a c h e d 
fib e rs. 
Som e 
r e s i d u e , 
h o w e v e r , 
is 
deposited into the sew erage 
system also. 
In M assachusetts I grew 
up near 2 large paper mills. 
The 
process 
of 
making 
paper is one of the dirtiest 
industries 
in 
that 
area, 
rendering rivers unfit for 
swimming or 
fishing 
for 
miles 
below the effluent 
disp o sal 
o u tle ts. 
This 
sum m er I stopped in St. 
Johns, New Brunswick, to 
see the falls that appear to 
reverse in the river as the 
tide changes. It has been a 
tourist attraction there for 
many years. Due to a large 
pulp mill 
located 
a few 
hundred 
yards 
upstream , 
watching the phenomenon 
can 
be 
a 
n a u s e a t i n g 
experience. The w ater was 
d i s c o l o r e d 
wi t h 
h u g e 
unsightly 
globs of 
waste 
covering 
m uch 
of 
the 
surface. 
Here, in Canada, as in 
New England, much of this 
w ater eventually finds its’ 
way into the Atlantic Ocean. 
The sulphur stench in the air 
and w ater was appropriate 
to Dante's vision of Hell. In 
Pictou County, Nova Scotia, 
the most serious pollution is 
caused by the pulp industry. 
Take any town where a pulp 
mill is located and it will 
have a thick pall of sm oke 
that often will streak the 
sky from one end of the 
town to the other. 
It boils down to the fact 
t h a t 
we 
a r e 
a l r e a d y 
polluting our rivers and air 
in 
the 
paper 
- 
making 


process. One solution would 
be to provide tax relief for 
those mills now in existence 
who would convert from 
ra w 
m a n u f a c t u r i n g 
to 
recycling. They are already 
using the 
w ater so new 
sources wouldn’t be tapped. 
The chem icals are already 
being recovered in some 
processes 
and 
could 
be 
alm ost totally recovered in 
recycling, 
as 
well 
as 
m a n u f a c t u r i n g 
if 
t he 
t e c h n o l o g y 
w e r e 
encouraged either through 
tax relief or subsidy. 
One benefit accruing to us 
would be the preservation of 
vast tracts of forest now cut 
down for pulp wood. The 
forests 
provide 
us 
with 
fresh 
oxygen 
and 
many 
disappearing species of wild 
life with shelter. There is 
deep concern 
in 
E astern 
Canada for the cougar who 
is now scarce in that part of 
our continent as well as 
here. It takes 20 years for a 
pulp 
lot 
to 
re f o r e s t, 
excluding the hard woods. 
Most pulp is composed of 
wood 
fiber 
from 
soft 
coniferous 
trees such 
as 
jack 
pine, 
spruce 
and 
hemlock. Some hardwoods 
are also used, such as birch 
and 
oak, 
but 
these 
are 
alm ost 
completely 
gone 
from 
the 
N o rth e astern 
forests.

AUGUSTA, Ga. ( U P I »— Charlie Coody, 
who got the Masters Championship, a new 
green coat for the Easter Parade, and 
“ revenge” all in the same package, joined 
with the disappointed man he defeated, 
Jack Nicklaus, today to offer the duffers of 
America a strange bit of advice: 
II you want to play championship 
golf—be nervous. 
“ 1 never got over my first-tee jitters all 
day, and it helped me, 
said the new 
champion from Abilene, Tex. “ It helped 
me to keep concentrating and keep thinking 
about getting done the things I had to get 
done." 
“ 1 was just too darned relaxed.” said the 
crestfallen Nicklaus, who saw his hopes for 
golf’s first pro grand slam go down the 
drain as he and young John Miller tied for 
second place, two strokes behind Coody’s 
winning mne-under-par score of 279 for 72 
holes. 
I birdied the first hole and I thought. 
Ah, now everything is going according to 
plan, 
said Nicklaus. "It never did. But all 
the time 1 kept thinking that it was going 
to— 1 kept feeling sure that soon evervthing 
would start happening for me, that I would 
get 
birdies 
and 
I 
would 
win 
the 
tournament. It happened, but the opposite 
way. 
Yes. I was overconfident.” confessed 
Nicklaus, 
who already 
won the PGA 
( hampionship this year and was aiming at 
a “ slam” including the Masters and U.S. 


and British Opens. “ Not until I heard 
Coody had parred, did I realize I wasn't 
going to win.” 
The 33-year-old Coody fired a two-under- 
par 70, after starting the day tied with 
Nicklaus for the lead. Nicklaus had a par 72 
and the 23-year-old Miller of Napa, Calif., 
shot a stunning 68 Miller actually held the 
lead after 15 holes, standing nine-under-par. 
But he bogeyed the 16th and 18th. 
Coody 
knows 
how 
that 
feels, 
all 
right—until his triumph Sunday he was 
known in Masters history as the man who 
had the title in his hands in 1969 and blew it 
by bogeying the last three holes. 
It was “ revenge 
that Coody mentioned 
the first thing in his hour of triumph. 
In 1969 I was one mighty disappointed 
fellow, 
the tall, slope-shouldered Texan 
said.

WASHINGTON — (N E A )— One warmish Florida day 
this spring the Washington Senators baseball team was 
in what one might call action. Pitcher Denny McLain, 
who is bad at math, suggested to the umpire that he had 
the count wrong. And it began from there. 
A fly ball was hit to center fielder Curt Flood Flood, 
recently returned from Denmark, pounded his glove in 
anticipation and the ball nearly broke his fist. Two-base 
error. 
Don Wert, newly arrived from Detroit with a bad back, 
lost a brief skirmish at shortstop with a batted ball. 
Another runner on A ground ball to third baseman Joe 
Foy was gracefully scooped up by left fielder Elliot Mad­ 
dox. Fov conquered the next grounder to him. But threw 
to first in such odd fashion that first baseman Frank 
Howard, his head in a cloud, quizzically observed the 
ball go by. 
“ Hey, put a tent over that circus,” boomed a voice 
from the rival dugout. 
And a Washington baseball writer in the press box 
said quietly, “ We now have some of the highest-priced 
ballplayers in the game. We now have some of the most 
exciting ballplayers in the game. The sad thing is that 
we still may have the worst team in the gam e.” 
The height of melancholy may be what happened to 
the Senators’ vibrant manager, Ted Williams. Perhaps 
the most knowledgable student of what he calls the 
science of hitting, Williams lingers long hours with his 
players in hitting seminars. Last season, the Senators 
tied for last in the league in club hitting. (Not to mention 
finishing last in the American League’s Eastern Divi­ 
sion.) 
The reason for the hitting catastrophe was illuminated 
unexpectedly during a pre-game, inter-team hitting sem ­ 
inar with the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
Williams had several Dodgers around him and was 
vigorously describing hip movements. He popped two 
questions at Maury Wills. Wills spoon-fed the right an­ 
swers. Williams stopped, smiled. “ You know hitting, don’t 
you, M aury?” said Williams. 
“ I ought to,” said Wills. “I read your book” (Williams’ 
autobiography, “My Turn At Bat” ). 
As the laughter subsided, Jim French walked by. 
French is a smart fellow, who has a m aster’s degree in 
finance from Indiana University, and is the Senators’ 
third-string catcher. 
“ I read the book,” he said. "I know all the answers. 
But I still can ’t hit.” 
T hat’s not altogether true. In puckish fashion, in fact. 
French likes to say that he is Williams’ most successful 
project. He batted .184 in Williams’ first year as m an­ 
ager (1969) and by diligence and deep thought pulled his 
average up to .211 last season. 
When someone asked Williams if he will carry three 
catchers this season, he replied. “ Well, yes. We’ve gotta 
have 25 players—interpret that any way you want.” 
Williams can be this wry in his analysis of his team. 
“ Our infield’s our biggest problem,” said Williams.

6-Watching the Ball 


If ever there’s been such 
an overworked and mislead­ 
ing bromide as “ Keep your 
eye on the ball,” 
I 
don’t 
know what it is. Of course 
you keep your eye on the 
ball. What else would you 
be watching while you swing 
a golf club? Your caddie? A 
jet plane overhead? 
But no one ever tells you 
w h a t part of the ball to 
watch. Consequently, many 
players will watch the top 
of the ball. But if you watch 
the top, that’s liable to be 
where you hit it — and you 
won’t be very happy with 
the results. 
I try to watch the spot I’m 
going to hit. That’s the back 
of the b a l l , of course. 1 
know players who set the 
ball on the tee so that the 
tradem ark is at the back. 
That helps them concentrate. 
I don’t do that, but maybe 
you’ll want to try it. 
If you watch the back of 
the ball from the time you 
begin your swing until you 
hit it, you’ll be apt to make 
a good shot. You may not be 
able to see the club actually 
contact the ball. but. in try ­ 
ing to, your head will stay 
in good position behind the 


ball, and you won’t be prone 
to let your body sway back 
and forth. 
You want to keep your eye 
on the ball, all right, but 
only on the spot you want 
to hit.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


BOLIN AS. CALIF. - The Calley 
Case, the war. the state of the 
ghettos, all the dire afflictions of the 
tim e — these are the concerns that 
m ake 
the 
headlines 
and 
the 
com m entaries. This observer would 
like to take a day off from the 
omnipresent horrors of a troubled 
tim e to hail a small triumph 
At Audubon Canyon ranch near 
here 
is one of the 
last m ajor 
rookeries of the great blue herons 
and the American egrets 
It is a 
triumph ot survival of a piece of the 
American past. And that survival is 
due in large part to the devotion of 
conservationists who have put so 
much time, energy and money into 
saving the nesting place of these 
beautiful birds. 
There they are, 
the big blue-white 
h erons 
and 
the 
d a z z l i n g 
w h i t e 
~ 
egrets 
with 
their 
nests in the highest 
^ 
branches 
of 
the 
redwood trees. 
They swoop in with extraordinary 
grace from the nearby lagoon where 
they have been feeding, the six-foot 
wingspread shining in the sun. 
Males and females spell each 
other on the nest where there are 
from three to six blue-green eggs. 
Through the telescope you see them 
with their 
long beaks carefully 
turning the eggs so they will get the 
sam e degree of warm th on each 
side. In many nests there are fuzzy 
gray young constantly demanding 
m ore regurgitated food from the 
parent birds. 
They come to build their nests in 
late March. By late June or July the 
young are m ature enough for the 
parents to take a dim view of any 
further care and feeding and they fly 
off to the inlets and lagoons that 
survive the proliferation of 
the 
builders. 
Clerin W. Zumwalt, the Audubon 
Canyon 
n atu ralist, 
has 
taken 
rem arkable pictures of the first 
flight of a fledging egret — his 
hesitant 
take-off 
and 
uncertain 
catching of the wind currents, his 
abrupt descent and then a last- 
minute obedience to instinct. 
He 
curves his wings to slow’ the swift 
descent and comes in for a perfect 
landing back on the treetop. 
In the spring the birds have a 
special mating plumage, a cascade 
of feathery white. This nearly cost 
them their existence early in the 
century when they were taken by 
hunters who got good prices for the 
plumage to adorn ladies' hats. The 
count shows a slight increase in the 
number of nests with about 200 
young birds each year. 
The threat today is not from 
hunters but from the subdividers 
and the population explosion in this 
most-populous state in the union. 
The 
Audubon 
Society 
and 
the 
devoted conservationists working to 
protect the heronry have bought 
much of the land adjacent to the 
canyon. 
Their 
goal 
is 
more 
protection with the acquisition of 
additional land that increases in 
cost as vacationists with weekend 
houses move in on this beautiful 
country. 
The iist of species threatened w ith 
extinction grows from year to year. 
One bird high on the list is the 
California condor. The last condor 
count was 52, which represented a 
slight drop from the previous year. 
The estim ate is that 60 to 80 of these 
great birds still survive, but with 
hunters in remote areas shooting 
anything that flies their survival is 
in doubt. 
Man in his aggressive, predatory 
fashion has again and again upset 
the balance of nature on this once- 
unspoiled continent. 
The blue fox 
was introduced in areas in the 
arctic and sub-artic for the benefit 
of trappers. They played such havoc 
with the Aleutian Canada Goose that 
today perhaps 200 of this once- 
numerous species survive 
The 
Departm ent of Interior’s fish and 
wildlife research center at Laurel. 
Md , recently shipped 75 Aleutian 
geese 
raised 
at 
the 
center 
to 
Amchitka Island where they were 
released 


Chaotic world 
The whooping crane, which was 
down to a bare survival m inum um — 
perhaps a dozen or fewer birds in 
the wild — is moving up. 
The 
estim ate today is 57, with another 20 
in captivity. Here, too, the threat to 
the habitat 
is greater than the 
heedless hunter 


The heronry is a priceless bit of 
Am erica's heritage. It gives a lift to

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
B a rre l-c h e ste d 
Sen. 
H arold 
Hughes of Iowa is the outsider 
among 
Democratic 
presidential 
prospects who ought to be most 
feared by other outsiders. 
And 
there are signs that at least one, 
Sen. 
Birch 
Bayh 
of 
Indiana, 
recognizes the threat. 
Hughes should be feared by the 
second-liners 
because 
several 
influential Democrats get quickly 
to him when they wonder where to 
go 
should 
front-running 
Sen. 
Edmund Muskie falter. They don’t 
put 
the 
knock 
on Sen. 
George 
McGovern, but not many think he is 
going far. 
Hughes has to be reckoned with, 
first off, because he has the tough 
look and the booming voice that 
m a k e 
h i m 
a 
c o m m a n d i n g 
“ presidential” 
presence. 
His 
profile is ready now for a new dime. 
Given this equipment, he makes a 
pretty good dent on any kind of 
audience, including the self-styled 
political sophisticates he addressed 
in 
Boston at an Americans for 
Democratic Action dinner. 
In 
t h a t 
s p e e c h , 
r el i gi ous 
fundamentals were a stout thread. 
He invoked the Creator, and called 
for the 
“ spiritual 
unity of our 
country.” 


If Muskie or Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
or President Nixon 
spoke 
thus, 
one 
easily could expect 
snorts of derision. 


Hughes got away with it. 
By a 
curious process of transference, his 
evangelistic politics strikes many 
liberals as the New Politics. 
He 
throws out enough ADA-grabbers on 
the war, the blacks, the students and 
even the hard hats to keep his liberal 
credentials burnished. 
Yet a careful look at his comm ent 
t u r n s 
up 
n u g g e t s 
of 
nearconservatism. 
Exam ple from 
Boston: 
“ We need to rid ourselves of our 
own hostilities and resentm ents and 
to 
quit 
seeking 
sc a p e g o a ts, 
whatever group it might be, on 
whom to blame the inaction of our 
society..." 
Not 
much 
solace 
there 
for 


students, blacks or others who think 
that voicing outrage and pinning 


blame 
should

Moreover, the religious 
tone must have its pull on the 
middle. 
And beyond doubt, Harold 
Hughes just looks central. 
All this gives the frets to Birch 
Bayh, another prominent outsider, 
who is traveling the nation on a 
s c h e d u l e 
a n y 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
basketball team would find hard to 
match. 
Bayh talked to a group of affluent 
Jewish lawyers in a Boston suburb 
the morning after Hughes did his 
ADA thing. Rolling away from the 
Jewish meeting, Bayh mused: 
“ I’m wondering if Birch Bayh 
competes when he talks to a group 
like that while Harold Hughes is 
talking to a thousand people at an 
ADA dinner." 
His concern is understandable. 
He would not be trying if he didn’t 
think there was a good chance 
Muskie might slip. 
He dismisses 
McGovern as a probable nonwinner. 
It is disconcerting to hear Hughes 
touted as the best backup prospect, 
as the man with something different 
who might suit a nation said to be 
v e r g i n g 
t o w a r d 
a 
s t r o n g l y 
untraditional political mood. 
Obviously, Bayh has persuaded 
some 
influential 
and 
moneyed 
people that he does have potential. 
One rival privately says he thinks 
Bayh in 1971 is better financed than 
any 
candidate. 
A 
prominent 
Democrat 
rates 
the 
senator’s 
organization better than Muskie’s 
and nearly as big. 
He is riding on his reputation as 
engineer of the defeats of Judge 
Clement Haynsworth and Harold 
Carswell for the Supreme Court, 
though in Boston he shyly claimed 
only small credit. 
That 
fit 
his 
present 
low-key 
speaking approach. His talks show 
intelligent grasp of the issues, which 
he drills out calmly, only to wind up 
in emotional appeals delivered with 
dram atic understatement. His call 
is for inspired leadership to lift 
Americans out of fears and hatreds 
and top their capacity to be “ bigger 
than them selves.” 
But this is the preacher’s theme, 
and Bayh’s problem is that Harold 
Hughes is the preacher who looks 
like a president.
